A project under the federal aid ronri j 
act, filed with the bureau of public J 
roads.

The question of trimmings Is always

Officer Telli of Circumstances Under 
Which Colonel McCrca Wrote 

“In Flanders Fields," t 


“Tn Flanders Fields,” to quote the 
words of Major Gew.'ial Morrison, who 
commanded the brigade to which Lieu¬ 
tenant Colonel McCrea was attached 
at the time, “was literally born of 
fire and blood during the hottest 
I phase of the second battle of Ypres. 

“My headquarters were in a trench 
1 on the top of the hank of the Ypres 
canal ; and John had his dressing stu- 
; tion in a hole dug in the foot of the 
I hank. During periods of the battle 
men who were shot actually rolled 
down the bank Into his dressing sta¬ 
tion. Along from us n few hundred 
yards was the headquarters of a regi¬ 
ment. nnd many times during the lfl 
days of the battle, he nnd I watched 
1 *hem burying their dead whenever 
there was a lull. Thus the crosses, 
row on row, grew into a good-sized 
; cemetery. 

“Jii-t as lie describes, we often 
’ heard the larks singing high in the air, 
bet we n thi> crash of the shell and the 
I reports of the guns in the battery just 
beside us. I have a letter from him 
in which lie mentions having written 
the poem to pass away the time be¬ 
tween the nrrival of batches of 
I wr miled. and partly as an experiment 
with several varieties of poetic 
j meter.”

A LITTLE book bound in red 
morocco holds the kernel 
of t i, ■ children's celebration 
tin 1 world over of Christmas. 
To look at it no one would dream it - 
hidden words are even now vibrating 
In the hearts of countless children, 
yet the charm its bright covers em¬ 
brace is perennial. It is the manu¬ 
script of the famous children s classic, 
“A Visit from St. Nicholas," written 
by Clement C. Moore almost a hundred 
years ago, and dedicated to Ids own 
children in particular, and as it has 
since proved, to childhood the world 
over. 

This season it has as its companion 
in the library of the New York County 
Historical society In Central Par! West 
n photographic copy of the original 
text enlarged sufficiently to enable it 
to he easily read, for though the orig¬ 
inal chirogrnphy Is quite remarkable 
for a man of Dr. Moore’s years—eighty- 
two when he indited the poem—It 
Is fine and old-fashion'd, and there¬ 
fore somewhat difficult to read. 

The Innovation has proved a rare 
treat to the library patrons, and It is 
Interesting to note with what rever¬ 
ence It Is handled by men and women 
whose childhood days are long past, 
vet whose holiday memories are still 
L fight. Two pages and a half are con¬ 
sul. sd ‘.r,’ committing the poem to 
paper, and the repetition of the old 
familiar lines brings to mind pleasant 
thoughts of the season, for 90 one lias 
ever visualized our American Christ- 
mus from the children's viewpoint as 
lias Clement C. Moore In his rare 
little poem. 

The lines were written as n Christ¬ 
mas gift for the author’s two young 
•daughters nearly r. century ago, but it 
has since become a progressive gift 
to countless other girls and boys. Ac¬ 


companying the original manuscript 
when it was presented to the society 
by T. W. Moore, a relative, some fifty 
years ago. is a letter in which the 
writer tells how tin* verses came to 
l>e written and how it happened that 
they were eventually published. 

Mr. Moore lived at the time in a 
handsome house overlooking the Hud¬ 
son, at Ninth avenue and Twenty- 
third stp’et. Then Chelsea, like Green¬ 
wich village, further south, was quite 
remote from the city. Each was large¬ 
ly populated by the Dutch settlers 
from Nitmw Amsterdam. Living near 
his country seat was a portly, rubi¬ 
cund Dutchman, who suggested to 
him the idea of making St. Nicholas 
the hero of a Christmas piece for his 
children. 

It was. however, with no thought of 
Its ever being published that Mr. 
Moore wrote the poem, but the lines 
were copied by a relative of the au¬ 
thor in her album. From it another 
copy was made by a friend of hers 
from Troy. Some time Inter, much to 
the surprise of Dr. Moore, it was for 
the first time published in a news 
paper. By such small chance was this 
choice little poem saved for posterity. 

In those days there was no such 
celebration of Christmas as is now tin 
ease, hut Dr. Moore, having absorbed 
the ancient traditions of ills Dutch 
neighbors, wove them into the poem 
for his children. He did more than 
that, for lie built up around the cen¬ 
tral thought an Interpretation which 
has gradually come to he our own. 
As some one lias so aptly said, it lias 
become so much part and parcel of our 
literature that it seldom occurs to peo¬ 
ple it ever liad an author. Since for 
nearly a hundred years American chil¬ 
dren have been fed on it. It has now 
become theirs in very truth.

Looking Toward Coppal Lake 


Ilut the bogs, to the eyes of a stranger, 
looked bleak, one must confess 
Every mile of the way beyond'Killorg- 
lin we had not been out of sight of 
those sombre brown scars which mark 
where the apparently exhnustloss peat 
is being cut ; and now, between Cahir- 
civeen and Watervllle these pent ex¬ 
cavations were almost continuous. Be¬ 
hind the bogs rose long, empty Bills, 
grey with bowlders or tinted here and 
there with the purple of bell heather. 
For some miles now we had been out 
of sight of the sea; but, descending 
a slope we came in view of it agaui, 
and of the jolly little town of Water- 
viile, situated so sweetly on Balllns- 
kelligs bay, with the famous fresh¬ 
water Lough Currnne lying a mere 200 
yards or koO yards Inland. Wutcrville 
lias its terrace of pink villas, housing 
the cable staff; but it also owns n few 
hotels, and at one of these we were 
excellently housed, Irish hotels not be¬ 
ing all they might he, one Is glad to 
find a really satisfactory one, and 
moderate withal. Some of our party 
who paused to patronize the salmon 
and sea-trout fishing on Lough Cur¬ 
rnne were enthusiastic in their unan¬ 
imous decision to return and make a 
longer sojourn. The lough, certainly 
is one of the most beautiful I have 
ever had the fortune to behold. Our car, 
on the good advice of the hotel pro¬ 
prietor, turned aside and explored the 
valley In which the lough lies, going 
as far as that dreamy tarn known as 
Coppal lake. Fishers who ply their 
craft in sucli scenery are indeed to
